Benghazi Talking Points Under Fire 


Congress investigating 
why link to al-Qaeda 
wasn’t in initial reports 


Washington 

Lawmakers said Sunday they want 
to know who had a hand in creating 
the Obama administration’s now- 
discredited talking points about the 
Sept. 11 attack on a U.S. diplomatic 
post in Benghazi, Libya, and why a 
final draft omitted the CIA’s early con- 
clusion that terrorists were involved. 

The answers could explain why 
President Barack Obama and top 
aides, including U.N. Ambassador 
Susan Rice, described the attack for 
days afterward as a protest against an 
anti-Islam video that spontaneously 
turned violent and why they played 
down any potential link to al- Qae- 
da, despite evidence to the contrary. 

A senior U.S. official familiar 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity said the al-Qaeda reference was 
deleted because the information came 
from classified sources and the links 
were tenuous. 

Administration officials have 
defended the portrayal of the attack 
as relying on the best information 
available at the time that didn’t com- 
promise classified intelligence. Dem- 
ocrats say CIA and other officials 
signed off on the final talking points.

Backstory 

The inquiry into why the initial Benghazi talking 
points didn’t include the terrorism reference to 
al-Qaeda comes on the heels of closed testimony 
last week by former CIA Director David Petraeus. 
According to lawmakers who attended the 
meetings, Petraeus said classified intelligence 
showed the raid was a terrorist attack but the 
administration withheld the suspected role of 
al-Qaeda affiliates to avoid tipping them off. (ap)

She said Congress has asked the 
administration to provide a detailed 
explanation. 

Ben Rhodes, Obama’s deputy 
national security adviser, said Sun- 
day that any substantive edits to the 
talking points would have come from 
intelligence agencies themselves. The 
only change the White House made, 
he said, was to correct a reference to 
the facility in Benghazi as a “diplomat- 
ic facility,” instead of a “consulate.” 

“Other than that we were guided 
by the points that were provided by 
the intelligence community. So I can’t 
speak to any other edits that may have

Details Emerge in Fatal Crash at Texas Parade 



Midland, Texas 

Organizers of a parade in West 
Texas in which four U.S. military 
veterans were killed when a train 
plowed into a truck had been using 
the same route for three years, 
investigators said Sunday. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board spokesman Mark Rosekind 
also announced that oilfield servic- 
es company Smith Industries was 
the owner of the truck that served 
as a float during Thursday’s parade 
in Midland. 

Rosekind said the company 
was cooperating with investiga- 
tors, who expect to interview the 
driver Monday. 

The NTSB said no mechanical 


problems were found with the train 
cars or the tracks, and the train’s 
maintenance history was clean. 
Investigators will try to establish 


on Monday what the engine could 
have seen as it approached the truck.

89 Activists Charged 
After Deadly Protests 

Jordan’s military prosecutor charged 
89 activists with inciting violent revolt, 
a Jordanian official said Sunday, after 
protests over price hikes swept through 
the U.S.-allied kingdom Last week. The 
demonstrators who have been charged 
face up to 15 years in jail after the rioting 
that began Tuesday Left one person dead 
and 75 others, including 58 policemen, 
injured, (ap) 


Airstrikes Tear Through Gaza 



Conflict escalates as 
Israel starts to target 
homes of militants 

Gaza City, Gaza Strip 

An Israeli missile flattened a two- 
story house in a residential neigh- 
borhood of Gaza City on Sunday, 
killing at least 11 civilians, most- 
ly women and children, Palestin- 
ian medical officials said, as Isra- 
el expanded a military offensive to 
target homes of wanted militants. 

The attack, which Israel said 
targeted a militant, was the dead- 
liest incident of the Israeli opera- 
tion, according to Gaza medics. The 
bloodshed is likely to raise inter- 
national pressure for a truce, with 
Egypt taking the lead in mediating. 

An Israeli envoy arrived in Cairo 
on Sunday and reportedly held 
talks with Egyptian officials on 
a cease-fire. But Israel and Gaza’s 
Hamas rulers remain far apart on 
any terms for a halt in the blood- 
shed, which has killed 70 Pales- 
tinians — including 36 civilians, 
Gaza officials say — and three 
Israeli civilians.

As the offensive moved forward, 
Israel found itself at a crossroads: 
on the cusp of launching a ground 
offensive into Gaza or pursuing 
Egyptian-led truce efforts. 

Israel’s announcement Sun- 
day that it was widening its cam- 
paign to target homes of mili- 
tants appeared to mark a new and 
risky phase of the operation, given 
the likelihood of civilian casu- 
alties. Israel launched the offen- 
sive Wednesday in a bid to end 
months of intensifying rocket fire 
from the Hamas-ruled Gaza Strip.

Obama Weighs In 

President Barack Obama said he 
had been in touch with the leaders 
of Israel, Egypt and Turkey in an ef- 
fort to halt the fighting. “We’re going 
to have to see what kind of progress 
we can make in the next 24, 36, 48 
hours," he said. Obama cautioned 
against a potential Israeli ground in- 
vasion into Gaza. At the same time, 
he blamed Palestinian militants for 
starting the fighting, and he defend- 
ed Israel’s right to defend itself from 
missiles fired into its territory, (ap)

Man Killed in Stabbing at Woodley 


9 teens arrested after 
18-year-oLd attacked 
inside Metro station 


Washington 

An l8-year-old graduate of a Mont- 
gomery County high school was 
fatally stabbed Saturday in the 
Woodley Park Metro station after 
a dispute with teenagers who had 
robbed him earlier, D.C. police said. 

Authorities said Olijawon Grif- 
fin of Olney, Md., was attacked at 
about 1:15 a.m. inside the station 
after being robbed near the 1800 
block of Columbia Road NW in the 
night-life area of Adams Morgan. 


Griffin was a 2012 graduate of 
Sherwood High School, where he 
played football. 

The attack appeared to be one 
of the most violent to occur inside 
the Metro system in many years. It 
also focused attention on the trou- 
bling problem of street robberies 
in the city. 

Police said that nine youths, 
ranging in age from 15 to 17, were 
arrested. One of them, a 17-year- 
old male, was charged with sec- 
ond-degree murder while armed, 
police said. 

Authorities said another of the 
youths was charged with aggravated 
assault and robbery. The others were 
charged with aggravated assault.

police said. 

After the robbery on Columbia 
Road, Griffin and “other individ- 
uals” went to the Metro station, 
which is less than a mile away 
in the 2700 block of Connecticut 
Avenue, near the National Zoo. 
The station serves Adams Mor- 
gan and the zoo. 

Inside, police said, Griffin and 
the others encountered the rob- 
bers. After the attack on Griffin 
was reported, D.C. police and Metro 
transit police quickly detained nine 
people, police said. 

It was unclear what was taken 
in the robbery or where in the 
station the stabbing occurred.

Campaign season 
in full swing with 
election a year away

Within 48 hours of the 2012 elec- 
tion, the Old Dominion’s new polit- 
ical season had begun in earnest. 

“I realize that after any election, 
some people’s immediate question 
is about the next campaign,” Dem- 
ocrat Terry McAuliffe wrote in an 
email to supporters Nov. 8. “I want 
to be straightforward with you: I 
plan on running for Governor of 
Virginia in 2013.” 

The election-weary common- 
wealth can soon look forward to a 
return to campaign season with a 
growing field of candidates vying 
in statewide contests still nearly 
a year away. 

Several candidates have 


announced their intention to run 
for governor, lieutenant governor 
and attorney general — though 
official qualifying does not open 
until January. 

The early fight in Virginia next 
year will be among Republicans, 
with Lt. Gov. Bill Bolling and Attor- 
ney General Ken Cuccinelli head- 
lining the showdown for the gov- 
ernor’s seat. The matchup features 
an establishment candidate versus 
a tea party favorite and illustrates 
the larger battle for control with- 
in the GOR 

Among the more colorful can- 
didates expected to join the race is 


reality show star and vintner Tareq 
Salahi, who announced earlier this 
year that he planned to run as a 
Republican. Republicans will not 
choose their candidate through an 
open primary election but at their 
state convention, which is closed. 

On the Democratic side, McAu- 
liffe is the only candidate who 
has made his intentions known. 
But Sen. Mark Warner has been 
flirting with a bid to return to 
the Capitol, and recent polling 
suggests he would be a favor- 
ite to win next fall should the 
former governor decide to run.

MLS Cup hopes 
dashed with 4-2 
aggregate loss to 
Dynamo in series 

Pro Soccer 

D.C. United faced a monumental 
task in the last leg of MLS’s East- 
ern Conference finals Sunday, and 
before the first banner- carrying 
supporters turned RFK Stadium 
into a festival of color and sound, 
the challenge grew taller. 

Leading scorer Chris Pontius 
was ruled out and top defender 
Brandon McDonald was unable 
to start.

Thanksgiving week 2011. After the 
unranked Hoyas opened the sea- 
son with two victories over inferior 
opponents, they headed to Hawaii 
for a tournament matchup with 
highly ranked Kansas.

Double Vision 


For Nintendo's new Wii U 
console, two screens are 
nnuch better than one 

Video Games 

When Nintendo first broached the idea 
of multiple-screen video games in 2004, 
many critics were skeptical that players 
could focus on two images at once. Yet the 
handheld DS, blending one touch-sensi- 
tive screen with a slightly larger video dis- 
play, became a runaway hit. 

Turns out the portable DS may have just 
been a dress rehearsal for Nintendo’s lat- 
est home console, the Wii U, which blows 
up the dual-screen concept to living-room 
size. On sale now, the basic Wii U model, 
with 8 gigabytes of internal storage, costs 
$300. The deluxe set, with 32 GB, the “Nin- 
tendo Land” game and a charging stand 
for the controller, costs $350. 

The Wii U is the heir to the Nintendo 
Wii system, whose motion-based controls 


got couch potatoes around the world 
to burn calories as they swung virtu- ^ 

al tennis rackets, bowled and flailed 
around in their living rooms. The 
new console still allows you to use 
your old “Wiimotes,” but its major 
advancement is a new controller, the 
GamePad, with a built-in touch screen that 
measures 6.2 inches diagonally. 

And it’s the touch screen that really 
makes a difference. In some cases, it hous- 
es functions that are typically relegated to 
a game’s pause screen. In others, it allows 
a group of people playing the same game 
together to have different experiences 
depending on the controller used. Nin- 
tendo Co. calls this “asymmetric gaming.” 

In the mini-game collection “Ninten- 
do Land,” you can shoot arrows or fling 
throwing stars by swiping on the touch 
screen. 

“New Super Mario Bros. U” brings the 
asymmetric approach to cooperative action. 
While Wiimote-wielding players scamper 
across its side-scrolling landscapes, the

In ‘Anna Karenina,' 
director Joe Wright 
uses stillness as a key 
way to communicate 

Film 

Some of the most moving moments 
of Joe Wright’s “Anna Karenina” are 
perfectly still. 

In this latest adaptation of the 
Tolstoy novel, which arrived in the- 
aters Friday, Keira Knightley plays 
the titular heroine, making her 
way through 19th-century Moscow 
society. Married to a government 


bureaucrat Qude Law), she eventu- 
ally begins an affair with Vronsky, 
a soldier (Aaron Taylor-Johnson). 

Wright’s film sets the action 
inside a fading theater, suggest- 
ing that all of the characters are 
themselves actors, playing roles for 
the benefit of Russian society. The 
action occasionally takes place on 
an actual stage; some scenes are 
very theatrical, with scenery roll- 
ing in and out. Other scenes are not 
possible at the local playhouse (at 
one point, a group of horses gallops 
across the boards). Pushing even 
further, Wright crafts scenes that are 
nearly or entirely still, adopting the 


technique of tableaux vivant (“liv- 
ing picture”) in a medium that by 
definition depends on movement. 

Rather than adhering to a nat- 
ural style of acting (the one most 
common in today’s cinema), “I was 
interested in playing with a style 
of performance that was far more 
physical, far more about movement,” 
the British director says. “About 
how bodies relate to each other, and 
stillness is a part of that.” After all, 
stillness is a powerful tool of com- 
munication — think about the per- 
son splayed across two seats on the 
Metro who’s staring out the window, 
completely immobile. The message 


— “don’t sit next to me” — is clear. 

The theatrical nature of this 
adaptation isn’t just Wright see- 
ing what he can do — he believes 
the setting best conveys Tolstoy’s 
meaning. 

“The idea that Anna, as a lot of 
us do, lived a life playing a role that 
perhaps didn’t suit her anymore” 
was important to communicate, 
Wright says. “I think also people 
take on roles and play them really 
well sometimes but don’t under- 
stand that there could be other 
scripts.” 

Anna’s pursuit of another script 
leads her to make difficult — some 
would say immoral — decisions,

among the most difficult of which is 
to leave her son to pursue her affair 
with Vronsky. 

“Tolstoy didn’t set out to write 
kind of a martyred heroine,” Wright 
says. “I think we have a miscon- 
ception because of prior adapta- 
tions that have taught us that what 
[“Anna Karenina”] is is a great big 
love story — which it is — but at 
the heart of it is this noble kind of 
woman, which she isn’t ... Anna’s 
story is possibly more of a lust story.”
